The American Government, American busi- 
ness, and American citizens appear to- be 
getting deeply invoived in the raging civil war 
in Angola. - 

Ironically, these American eleraents are 
aiding and bankrolling opposing sides. And the 
administration’s ovm reported undercover 
operation is the target of strong criticism from 
some members of Congress and, apparently, 
from within the State Department itself. 

This U.S. involvement at varied levels is 
neither so well known nor perhaps so vast a3 
Soviet and Cuban military aid to the leftist 
Popular Movement for the Liberation of 

‘Angola (MPLA) whose Luanda-based "“gov- 
emment” has been recognized by at least 13 
black African countries. 

But its scope is becoming daily more 
evident: 

¢ Gulf 01] Company, hich has oil wells in 
the MPLA-controlled enctave of Cabinda, has 
confirmed that it has hended over hundreds of 
raillions of dollars this vear in rayalty and tax 
payrrents to the Luendabased “tax collector 
of the State of Angoia.” 

The latest payment (about $100 million) was 
made in September when the MPLA was in 
full control of Luanda. MPLA finance minister 
Saydi Mingas, according to highly reliable 
sources, has confirmed receipt of this pay- 

rent. 

* Hundreds of Americans have responded to 
newspaper advertisements calling for merce- 

reries for actien in Africa. One advertiser, 
David Bufkin of Fresno, Celifornia, teid this 
earrespondent that he himself had Ciepatched 
nearly 100 Americans to join the Angolen 
Hberation movements fighting against the 
BMPLA. . 

According to Mr. Bufkin, a oie crop 
duster, most of these corabat veterans headed 
for Angola via South Africa.
